This  Department  is  essentially  a  service  agency  created  by  legislative  enact- 
ment to  deal  with  administrative,  regulatory,  investigational,  and  educational 
problems  which  can  best  be  solved  through  public  rather  than  individual  action. 
The  organization  provides  for  coordination  and  cooperation  with  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Department  operates 
through  the  following  bureaus : 

ANIMAL  INDUSTRY :  T.  E.  MUNCE,  Director  and  State  Veterinarian. 

Prevents  and  eradicates  transmissible  diseases  of  animals  and  poultry,  including 
tuberculosis  of  animals  in  cooperation  with  Federal  Government. 

Demonstrates  to  veterinarians  control  methods  for  transmissible  animal  diseases ; 

Supervises  vaccination  for  and  the  prevention  of  hog  cholera,  anthrax,  black  leg 
and  hemorrhagic  septicemia ; 

Protects  public  from  unwholesome  meats  through  ante  and  post  mortem  exam- 
inations of  animals  at  slangliteriiig  establishments  : 

Inspects,  licenses  and  furnishes  information  as  to  breeding,  soundness  and  con- 
formation of  stallions  and  jacks  standing  for  public  service; 

Enforces  law  requiring  licensing  of  dogs  and  providing  for  protection  of  live- 
stock and  people  from  attacks  of  uncontrolled  dogs  ; 

Maintains  laboratory  for  diagnostic  research  and  experimental  projects. 

PLANT  INDUSTRY:  C.  H.  HADLEY,  Director. 

Tests  agricultural  seeds  for  purity  and  germination,  and  enforces  State  Seed  Law ; 

Inspects  orchards,  parks,  farms,  and  plant  imports  for  injurious  insects  and 
plant  diseases  ; 

Inspects  and  licenses  Pennsylvania  nurseries,  and  licenses  all  dealers  in  nursery 
stock : 

Enforces  laws  governing  apicultural  practices,  disease  control  and  housing; 
Places  and  enforces  quarantines  and  carries  on  eradication  campaigns  against 
insect  pests  and  plant  diseases  : 

Inspects  and  certifies  potatoes  for  seed  purposes  ; 

Makes  investigations  for  the  control  of  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  in- 
cluding field  tests  of  insecticides,  fungicides  and  weed  killers ; 

Maintains  collections  of  insects,  plant  diseases,  plants  and  seeds,  and  identifies 
specimens. 

FOODS  AND  CHEMISTRY:  JAMES  FOUST,  Director. 

Accomplishes  its  purpose  of  protecting  Pennsylvania  homes  against  liarmfu) 
foodstuffs  by  sampling,  analyzing,  and  bringing  prosecution  un<ler  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  foods  and  non-alcoholic  drinks,  including  milk,  cream,  butter,  ice-cri'ain. 
eggs,  sausage,  fresh  meats,  soft  drinks,  fruit  syrups,  vinegar  and  kindred  food 
products ; 

Regulates  and  issues  licenses  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  oleomargarine; 

Licenses  and  regulates  egg-opening  plants  and  cold  storage  warehouses,  maintain- 
ing regular  inspection  and  enforcing  twelve-month  storage  limit ; 

Inspects  milk  plants  and  creameries  and  regulates  weighing,  testing,  buying 
and  selling  of  milk  and  cream  on  a  buttcrfat  basis; 

Protects  honest  manufacturers,  importors,  selling  agents  and  ultimate  users  of 
feeding  stuffs,  fertilizers,  lime  products,  linseed  oil,  paint,  putty,  turpentine,  in- 
secticides and  fungicides,  by  means  of  annual  registrations  followed  by  inspec- 
tions, analyses,  prosecutions  and  the  publication  of  thy  analyses  of  these  products; 

Analyzes  special  samples  for  residents  of  the  State  at  the  rate  of  .$1.00 
a  sample  for  feeding  stuffs,  lime  products  and  linseed  oils. 

MARKETS:  P.  R.  TAYLOR,  Director. 

Investigates  and  assists  in  the  marketing  of  fa^-in  products;  at  present  chiefly 
grain  and  iiay,  fruits  and  vegetables,  poultry  antl  e^gs,  and  tobacco; 

Compiles  and  distributes  daily  market  information  as  to  .sn|)plies,  shipments 
and  prices ; 

Advises  growers  on  transportation  of  agricultural  pi-oducts; 
Assists  cooperative  associations  and  public  markets; 

Establishes  standard  grades  of  farm  products  and  maintains  inspection. 
STATISTICS:  L.  H.  WIBLE,  Diree/or. 

Assembles  and  disseminates  essential  statistics  and  facts  pertaining  to  the  agri- 
'.culture  of  the  State,  from  monthly  reports  rendered  by  liundrods  of  volunteer 
crop  correspondents,  information  which  assists  the  producer  in  his  sales  and 
interests  all  industries  which  deal  with  agricultural  products; 

Ccioi)erates  witli  U.  I'Min-au  of  Ai^rioultui-al  lOcononiics  in  joint  crop  and 
livestock  reporting  and  publishes  annual   and  monthly  summaries  of  the  data; 

Compiles  dates  of  county  and  local  fairs  and  assembles  data  pertaining  to 
, their  success  and  results  during  each  year.

Dear  Mr.  Secretary: 

I  herewith  transmit  data  in  the  form  of  a  directory  of  stallions 
and  jacks  enrolled  with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  licensed 
to  stand  for  public  service  for  the  period  commencing  January  1st, 
1924  and  ending  December  31st,  1924. 

The  stallions  and  jacks  are  classified  as  Sound — Very  Highly  Com- 
mended, Sound — Approved  and  Unsound — Licensed. 

Comparative  tables  show  the  breed,  classification  and  number  of 
stallions  licensed.  The  list  has  been  arranged  by  counties  giving 
breed,  name  and  registry  number  of  stallion  or  jack  with  name  and 
address  of  owner. 

There  are  ten  difl'erent  breeds  represented ;  the  Percheron  with  one 
hundred  sixty-nine  licensed  predominating.  The  next  most  popular 
breed  was  the  Belgian  with  fifty-one,  folloAved  by  the  Shire  and  Stan- 
dardbred  with  seven  each. 

The  information  contained  in  this  directory  is  of  value  to  mare 
owners  and  others  interested  in  horse  breeding  and  I  recommend  that 
it  be  published  as  a  bulletin  for  distribution.

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PENNSYLVANIA  STALLION  LAW  AS  AMENDED 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  every  person,' ^ftcensta^. 
firm.,  or  company,  standing  or  traveling  any  stallion 
or  iack  for  breeding  purposes  in  the  State,  shall  cause 
the  name,  description  and  pedigree  of  such  stalbon 
or  iack  to  be  enroUed  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustrti  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  procure 
a  license  certificate  from  said  bureau,  which  shall 
thereupon  be  presented  to  and  recorded  by  the  pro- 
thonotary  of  the  county  or  counties  m  which  said 
stallion  or  jack  is  used  for  public  senace.  Standing 
for  public  service  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean  the 
service  of  a  stallion  or  jack  for  which  a  fee  is  charged, 
whether  such  stallion  or  jack  be  stood  at  his  home 
stable  or  traveled  for  breeding  purposes. 

Section  2.  In  order  to  obtain  the  license  certificate  ^|[*Hnarian° 
herein  provided  for,  the  owner,  part  owner,  or  keeper 
of  such  stallion  or  jack  shall  cause  him  to  be  examined 
by  a  duly  qualified  and  approved  veterinarian,  who 
shall  certify  to  his  true  condition  of  soundness  and 
conformation,  specifying  such  unsoundness  or  inferior 
conf(yrmation  as  exists,  if  any.  The  veterinarian's  cer^ 
tificate,  together  with  the  studbook  certificate  of 
registry  of  the  pedigree  of  said  stallion  or  jack,  and 
any  other  documents  that  may  bo  necessary  to  define 
and  describe  his  breeding  and  ownership,  shaU  be  for- 
warded to  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  ^    Eligibility  to 

Section  3.  Each  stallion  or  jack  for  which  a  pedi-  licensing, 
gree  registry  certificate  is  furnished,  bearing  the  signa- 
ture of  the  president  and  secretary  of  a  studbook 
rcognized  and  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  shall  be  accepted  "as  registered,  and  entitied 
to  a  license  certificate  as  such.  ^       ,  foo.  of  iicnse 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  those  charged  certificates, 
with  the  enforcement  of  this  act  to  pass  upon  the 
qualifications  of  the  staUions  or  jacks  for  which  ap- 
plications for  licenses  are  made,  and  to  issue  license 
certificates  in  accordance  with  the  merits  of  each  case, 
as  follows: —

Section  5.  No  unregistered  stallion  or  jack  shall 
he  licensed  under  this  act  or  be  used  for  public  service 
in  the  State.  Any  stallion  or  jack  the  patronage  of 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  those  cliarged  with  the  en- 
forcement of  this  act,  on  account  of  unsoundness,  in- 
ferior trpe  or  conformation,  may  prove  a  detriment 
to  the  horsebreeding  interests  of  the  State,  shall  be  re- 
fused a  license,  and  when  license  is  so  refused  the 
said  stallion  or  jack  shall  not  stand  for  public  service 
in  this  State. 

Section  6.  The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  reserves 
the  right  to  revoke  a  license  once  issued,  or  to  re- 
classify a  stallion  or  jack  as  to  the  kind  of  license 
certificate  Avhich  he  is  to  receive. 

Section  7.  The  owner,  part  owner,  or  keeper  of 
each  stallion  or  jack,  standing  for  public  service  in 
this  State,  shall  keep  his  license  certificate,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  displayed  in  conspicuous  manner  at  each  and 
every  sta.ble  at  which  the  stallion  or  jack  stands. 
Said  copy  must  be  at  least  as  large  as  the  original 
license  certificate,  and  tlie  letters  proportionate  in 
size.    Every  bill,  poster,  and  advertisement  issued  by 


the  owner,  part  owner,  or  keeper  of  any  stallion  or 
jack  licensed  under  this  act,  and  used  for  advertising 
such  stallion  or  jack,  shall  contain  an  exact  copy  of 
his  license  certificate.  Newspaper  advertisements, 
where  space  is  paid  for,  shall  contain  the  class  and 
number  of  the  license  certificate. 

Section  8.  No  owner,  part  owner,  or  keeper  of  any 
stallion  or  jack,  kept  for  public  service,  shall  post  or 
publish,  or  cause  to  be  posted  or  published,  a  bogus 
or  false  pedigree  for  any  such  stallion  or  jack,  or 
represent  falsely,  in  any  way  whatsoever,  the  identity 
or  qualification  of  such  stallion  or  jack. 

Section  9.  An  annual  fee  of  ten  dollars  shall  be 
paid  for  the  issuance  of  a  license  certificate  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  License  shall 
expire  on  the  first  of  January  of  each  year.  Renewal 
certificates  need  not  be  recorded  with  the  prothono- 
tary,  nor  he  accompanied  l)y  a  veterinarian's  certifi- 
cate, unless  required. 

Section  10.  Upon  the  change  of  the  ownership  of  any 
stallion  or  jack  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  license  certificate  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
transferee,  upon  the  submittal  of  satisfactory  proof  of 
such  change  of  ownership.  No  fee  shall  be  charged 
for  such  transfer,  but  all  transfers  must  be  up  to 
date  before  a  renewal  certificnt'^  will  be  issued. 

Section  12.  The  fees  paid  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  im- 
mediately be  covered  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the 
use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  13.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  an  al- 
derman, magistrate,  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not 
to  exceed  fiftv  dollars,  or,  in  default  thereof,  to  be 
committed  to  the  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  thirty  days.  All  fines  shall  be  for 
the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and  shall  be  by  them 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

Section  10.  That  section  eleven  of  said  act  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force' from  and  after  January  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two.

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HOW  TO  OBTAIN  LICENSE  TO  STAND  STALLION  OR  JACK 

FOiR  PUBLIC  SERVICE 


Forward  to  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Harris- 
burg,  Pa.,  the  following: 

1.  Application.  Giving  name,  description,  registry  number,  cer- 
tificate of  veterinary  examination. 

2.  Certificate  of  pedigree  and  official  transfer  certificates  to  date. 

3.  Ten  dollar  (|10.00)  fee. 

All  stallion-jack  license  certificates  expire  December  31st  of  each 
J  ear. 

It  is  illegal  to  use  or  offer  for  use  grade  or  scrub  stallions  or  jacks 
for  public  service  in  the  following  states:  Pennsylvania,  Michigan, 
North  Daliota,  New  York,  Iowa,  Indiana  and  Minnesota. 

TRANSFER  OF  OWNERSHIP  IMPORTANT 

It  is  very  important  to  record  the  ownership  of  each  stallion  or 
jack  with  the  respective  Breed  Record  Association  in  which  they  are 
eligible.  A  license  certificate  to  stand  for  Public  Service  cannot  be 
issued  for  a  stallion  or  jack  unless  they  are  proijerly  identified  by 
submitting  for  inspection  the  studbook  certificate  of  the  registry  of 
the  pedigree  or  an  official  transfer  certificate  signed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Breed  Record  Association  showing  tlie  ownership  is  prop- 
erly recorded. 

The  pedigree  of  the  progeny  of  pure  bred  stallions  or  jacks  cannot 
be  recorded  with  Breed  Record  Associations  unless  all  transfers  of 
ownership  of  both  sire  and  dam  are  properly  recorded  to  date.  Stal- 
lioners  often  pay  as  much  money  for  a  good  stallion  or  jack  as  would 
buy  a  town  property  and  it  is  just  as  important  that  they  properly 
identify  and  record  the  owTiership  of  the  stallion  or  jack  as  it  would 
b<'  to  have  the  property-  title  cleared  and  recorded. 

Application  blanks  and  certificates  of  veterinary  examination  are 
distributed  annually  to  stallion-jack  owners.  Extra  blanks  can  be 
obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Harrisburg. 

It  is  urgently  requested  that  owner  of  stallions  or  jacks  procure 
their  license  certificates  early  in  the  year  so  that  the  name  of  the 
stallion  and  owner's  address  can  be  listed  in  the  annual  Directory.
